At the meeting of the cemetery as­ 
sociation last week a resolution was 
passed that there would be no cop­ 
ing allowed in the new ground of the 
cemetery. 


I he business men of Decatur have 
purchased and now have on display 
on the court house lawn two ma­ 
chines for the destruction of the boll 
weevil. 
Both machines seem practi­ 
cal and have been tried out by their 
owners and found to be effective In 
destroying the pest which has caused 
such great damage to the cotton crop. 
One of the machines brushes the in­ 
sects from the plant into a pan which 
contains burning charcoal, while the 
other one brushes the weevil into 
vats of oil. 
The farmers of this section are 
urged to come in and inspect the ma­ 
chines. 
The business men of Decatur real­ 
ize that if the farm ers are to raise 
any cotton this year something must 
be done to combat the weevil, so It 
is with a desire to *id the farmers 
in this work that the machines were 
purchased and brought to Decatur 
for the inspection ot the cotton rais­ 
ers. 
These business men realize also 
that many farmers who desire to 
raise cotton are not able to purchase 
the machines without help, so they 
are determined to assist the farmers 
in every way possible in securing a 
method of fighting the weevil. 
Everybody knows that cotton Is 
the main money crop in Wise county. 
It is also a fact that the crop has 
been a failure for several years be­ 
cause of the ravages of the weevil. 
Our farmers have begun to learn the 
lesson of first producing their own 
livings on their farms, but if no mon­ 
ey crop is produced, the farmer can 
never recover from the losses of for­ 
mer crops. 
Farm ers who hav* examined the 
machines now on display express the 
belief that when properly used they 
will go a long way toward destroying 
the weevil, at least to such an ex­ 
tent that a good yield may be had. 
If the machines are a success, then 
their cost will am ount to a small 
m atter when compared to the crop* 
they will save. 
The business men of this city are 
anxious to co-operate with the farm-

Motor trucks which c a r ry freight 
betw een points ten, fifteen, thirty, 
iv en fifty miles or sc apart, have 
practically free use of the highwrays, 
aud are tearing up im proved roads 
while contributing almost nothing to 
their m aintenance. 
They pay a high­ 
er license fee, but that it about all. 
while 
they 
are com peting 
against 
steam and electric railw ays to an ex- 
nnt th a t is alarm ing th e m anage­ 
m ent and stockholders of those com­ 
panies. 
M otor truck competition in Texas 
dates back only a few years, and its 
greatest 
progress 
uas 
been 
made 
within tho last two years or so. 
Im ­ 
mense trucks, heavily loaded, pass 
long the highways, using roads built 
and paid for by the taxpayers, while 
steam and electric lines m ust borrow 
from private purses the m oney they 
require to m ake im provem ents and 
and extensions. 
“ T here is an u n dercurrent of an­ 
tagonism to the steam and electric 
roads, a sort of hang-over of public 
resentm ent from the tim e w hen leg­ 
islatures and public officials were 
more susceptible to railroad lobbying 
han they are today and these large 
carriers had more money for such 
polities than they now have,” says 
the Cincinnati E nquirer. “ Then se n ­ 
tim ent has favored public taxation to 
develop the dirst roads of the country 
into m otor highways for public uses, 
and has winked at their use by pri- 
ate motoi truck companies for little 
or no R eturn to the public treasuries 
to replace the money of the taxpay­ 
ers sp* nt on the highw ays.” 
Some of the steam and electric 
railw ays are intr* during m otor truck 
lines- as feeders, and these may in 
time supplant the private lines. 
But, 
in any event, they should pay for us­ 
ing the highways built at public ex­ 
pense. 
Many of the heavy tru cks are 
equipped with wide-tire rear wheels, 
v-hich do little harm to the roads, 
but have narrow front tires, which do 
a great deal of harm.
